She said the Ken- 
nedy-Carter split was good because it forced 
both candidates to justify their positions on 
issues. 

“Kennedy has the family charisma,” Far- 
rell said. “He was at his best during the con- 
vention, but I think Carter picked up more 
on the needs of the common man.” Farrell , 
said Carter had to get down to those needs 
because Kennedy seemed to rely on his char- 
ismatic appeal only. 

Rielly said she didn’t think Kennedy had 
much influence over Carter delegates at the 


, convention, at least not the Iowa people. She 


admits that the two candidates “didn’t work 
together too well,” but the concessions that 
were made in the platform strengthened it. 

Freese said she couldn't estimate how 
much effect Kennedy really did have. “Ken- 
nedy stole the show. There's no doubt about 
that,” she said, “but the media played up the 
split so much it’s hard to say how much of it 
was real.” 

Independent candidate John Anderson 
will take more votes from Carter than his po- 
sition on any single issue, according to Freese. 
She said people aren’t happy with Carter, but 
they don’t want to turn to Ronald Reagan, 
“so Anderson is the only one left.” Freese, 
who is a team field staffer for the Iowa State 
Democratic Party, says many voters who 
were originally for Carter are going through 
the same indecisiveness she is experiencing. 

Rielly said people she has talked to feel t 
same way. “Many of them have the same 
problem I do about being able to defend Car- 
ter. They've toned down a lot. Most people 
will say, ‘I'm still supporting him, but not as 
strongly.’ "

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Telethon in progress 


Clarke College started its annual coast-to- 
coast alumni fundraising telethon Sept. 
15-18, to run through September 22-25, 

Last year's telethon, the first in which 
Clarke's 5, 100 living alumni were called from 
a central location on campus, netted 
$113,899, a 75 per cent increase over the 
1978-79 total of $65,099. 

About 40 per cent of all Clarke alumni 
gave to the college, an unheard-of figure in 
college fundraising that ranked Clarke above 
schools such as Harvard, Yale and Loyola in 
alumni participation. 

This year's goal is $135,000. Like last year, 
five-member teams of Clarke faculty, staff, 
students, administrators, trustees and alum- 
ni will call practically every Clarke alumna in 
all 50 states.
